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Claim 46 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim may depend from other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claim 46 has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim 25-28, 30 and 32-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. "Coating" claimed as such is indefinite and misdescriptive. 
Ex Parte Scott, 66 USPQ 371 . 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 25-35, 38-45 and 47-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by US Patent 5958589. 

The reference teaches a process of encapsulating a substances such as pharmaceuticals 
and fragrances (column 2, line 32) using a foamed starch product formed by increasing the 
pressure and temperature of a starch dispersion followed by release of the pressure evaporating 
the liquid to form a cellular structure. (See column 6). The products may be produced in the 
form of spheres. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent 5958589, as applied above, in view of GB 1084301. 

The limitations introduced with claims 36 and 37 include addition of a plasticizer such as 
glycerol. GB 1084301 teach the addition of glycerol to foamed starch coatings to plasticize the 
products. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to add a plasticizer such 
as glycerol to the composition of US 5958589 because the GB reference teaches it is known to 
plasticize starch foams.
